works held Tuesday night this week. 


The well that has neen drilled to 


& depth of 1,230 feet will be plugged 
.at the 285 feet level and the water 
from this flow will be used to supply 
the city. The plugging of the well 
the opening of the flow at the 


[285 feet level will take about ten 


•s, and as soon as the extent of the 


has been'determined the work 


building 
the 
reservoir will be 


itarted and crowded to completion, 
that the waterworks system can 
lie put into use. 


The well has been drilled to a 


[,-depth of 1,230 feet and has been 
•cased to a depth of 1,140 feet. For 
.some distance the drilling has been 
done in bard rock, striking an oc- 
casional softer strata of rock, but no 
strong flows of water. Because of 
the hardness of the rock the drilling 
has been necessarily slow and the 
members of the city council have 
been waiting and hoping that when 
;*his strata of rock bad been pene- 
trated a flow of excellent water

When the drilling of the big well 
was started and as It has been con- 
tinued samples of the water encoun- 
tered at various depths have been 
kept 
and analyzed and these an- 
alyses show that the flow encoun- 
tered at a depth of 285 feet was the 
•best water encountered in the course 
,of the drilling 
Because there has 


been so jnuch delay In getting the 
well completed, and because of the 
uncertainty 
of 
finding 
water 
by 


drilling further, the members of the 
council 
decided to discontinue the 


drilling, plug the well at the 285 feet 
level and use this flow of water for 
the city system. 
Their action was 


sustained 
by the 
board of public 


works. 
In plugging the opening, a wooden 


plug will be driven into the pipe ISO 
(eet below the 285 feet level. Above 
this plug the pipe will be filled with 
150 (eet to the level desired. This 
will preclude the possibility of seep- 
age from any flows of salty water 
below this level. 
•Work on the big- reservoir, Into 


•which the water will flow from the 
well, and (rom which It 
will be 


pumped by the New Smyrna Public 
Service company into the high tank, 
•will not be started until the extent 
«( the flow has been determined, a> 
on this depend* on how deep the 
reseVvoir will be made. As soon as 
this ha* been determined Superin- 
tendent Freeman will rush the work 
«( building the reservoir. 
Samples of the water from the 185 


feet level will be sent away (or a 
thorough analysis to learn if the 
water will have to be softened and 
to learn what process o( softening 
will be necessary and the cost of 
such process.

GOOD SEED ESSENTIAL 


TO THE BEST RETURNS. 


Did you ever reflect that the best 


land, through preparation and culti- 
vation will bring a small return If 
your seed are bad? Bad seed are ex- 
pensive. You lose money if you do 
not get the highest possible yield for 
your investment. A high yield is not 
apt to obtain if seed are not clean, 
pure and true to name. 


Dr. W. C. Etheridge. professor of 


agronomy 
in 
the 
University of 


Florida College of Agriculture, urges 
farmers to be careful in selecting or 
purchasing 
seed. Of the 
various 


characteristics on which the quality 
of seed depends, the most important 
are genuineness, purity and viability. 


Genuineness refers to trueness of 


seed to name. In many crops a giv- 
en variety is often sold under dif- 
derent names, and, on the other hand, 
the same variety name is often ap- 
plied to different forms. 
In such 


cases, or in most cases, seed should 
be bought under a guarantee that 
they are genuine, true to name. It 
is safest to obtain a sample and refer 
it to the 
Experiment 
Station for 


identification. 


Purity 
refers 
to freedom 
from 


foreign matter, such as chaff, trash, 
weed seeds or adulterants. Such Im- 
purities 
are far more common in 


forage crop seed than in others. 
Farmers who intend to purchase seed 
should obtain a sample for minute 
examination. If they find Impurities, 
purchase should be made elsewhere. 
If the sample 
from adulterants 


reasonablby 
they should

clean as the sample A large per- 
centage of impurities in a lot of seed 
will greatly reduce the stand and 
hence will lower the yield. 


The viability or capacity of the 


beed to germinate depends on many 
factors, among which are conditions 
during the season when the seed was 
grown, care in harvesting and curing, 
the way in which the seed has been 
stored, and the age of the seed. Via- 
bility should be tested before plant- 
ing. The real value of seed for sow- 
ing can be determined only when its 
purity and viability are known.

At Start $50 a Month.

month for the first twelve months in 
its employ, with an opportunity to en- 
ter the permanent service of the bank 
at tbe end of that time, provided there 
is an opening and the student has sat- 
isfactorily passed the re<ltiiremerts of 
the bank and bin university as well. 


The bank further utrreex to allow tbe 


student u sum not to exceed $1.~>0 for 
railroad fare to and from his univer- 
sity and tbe hunk.

k. THE USE OF COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS—HISTORY. 


The First of • Series of Six Articles. 


We would not be disposed to try to give a complete history of the use of 


commercial fertilizers, but inly to show how this great Industry began and 
grew in the Southern United States. Generally speaking, the farmers of this 
generation inherited the habit of applying fertilizers to soils, but have not 
been taught the underlying principles of the industry. 


The use of some kind of manures on soils with crops tor the purpose of In- 


creasing the yields goes back to ancient times. We know that many ancient 


* people applied animal manures to their soils for this purpose. The Chinese, 


centuries ago, applied manures of various kinds to their soils and gardens and 
with phenomenal results. In Von Tshudi's Travels in Peru we flnd that as 
early as the middle of the last century notes were being taken on the actual 
value of Guano by the Peruvians. 


Bouslngault speaks of seeing fields in Peru on which wheat grew every 


year for two centuries, and the yield still high and the growers prosperous. 


The practice of using mineral fertilizers was introduced direct from Pe- 


ru to the United States in the year 1846, and was based on such reports 
as We flnd above. It had already been used in Englard before It found Its 
way into the United States, but Peru seems to be the country in which the 
application of minerals to soils as plant food originated. 
We do not 


know this is true, but all evidence points to this. It is of greater Interest 
to us therefore that we know about the customs in Peru. 


1 
The First Use of Peruvian Guano. 


The first man in the Southern States to use this Peruvian guano was David 


Dickson, of Sparta, Oa., who saw an advertisement of It In the old Ameri- 
can Farmer published in Baltimore. The South has perhaps never had a 
more successful farmer than David Dixon, who made many millions of 
dollars farming, and who was * pioneer in many other lines as well as in 


»the use1 of mineral fertilizers. In the year 1846, the year after it was Intro- 


dnbM.into. the United States, he bought three sacks and used it, and on find- 


••Ing thu\n paid him, bought it In increasing quantities till the year 1855 
and 1858V when he "went into it fully" As is suggested above this Is no 
doubt the first instance of the use of a concentrated mineral fertilizer on 
cotton in the United States 
The universal success with which Mr. Dickson met in the use of this Pe- 


. ruvian guano led many other prominent farmers to follow his example, 
and in.every reported case, success followed its use. We are constrained 
to jbeileve 
that 
the 
application of this mineral fertilizer to the 


cotton xand other crops in the South could not possibly have been an acci- 
nVnt. Ms success was unquestionably based on the actual needs of the soil. 
A quickly available manure was what the crop needed, and when this was 
once /applied results were evident. 


AK/W'a time it was found that the Peruvian guano, which contained prin- 


cipally'nitrogen, produced too much stalk and not much increase in the 
yield of fruit, and hence its use was somewhat discouraged for a season.

It provides that It shall be a mis- 


demeanor to operate a noted, boarding 
house, restaurant or lunch counter with- 
out screening every door, window or 
other 
opening In the 
dining 
room, 


citchen or passage leading to them, 
with wire 
netting or a 
mesh small 


enough to prevent the 
admission of 


lie*. 
It makes It a misdemeanor to Belt or 


expose for sale food In any meat or 
butcher shop, grocery, fruit stand, bak- 
ery or other place, which la to be eaten 
raw or which la to be consumed with- 
out cooking, and to operate any dln- 
ng or buffet 
car 
whtlln the 
state 


without screening such eating places 
with wire netting which will prevent 
:he admission of files. 


The penalty upon conviction Is a fine

year. The board IHM succeeded fairly 
well in Its never-ending labor, and It

of its warnings has plunged them. 


True it la that most business of the 


board Is to take charge in ememgencles 
that threaten disaster through disease, 
but It Is equally Its mission to advise 
and 'warn when no Immediate danger 
menaces, In order that emergencies may 
net come.

Why are they not as ready to back the 
board In Its work or prevention when 
no danger Is In sight? It Is a fact that, 
with few rare exceptions, they are as 
indifferent as a Georgia rabbit to the 
war in Europe. 


The death* In Florida, from typhoid 


fever 
alone each year

from yellow fever in any epidemic in 
the state of which there is any record, 
This disease Is carried to the new vic- 
tim by files, which flounder in the ex- 
creta of the patient and deposit the 
germ* of typhoid In or on tho food 
which la eaten by healthy persons, who 
thereby are doomed to suffering with 
pretty strong chances of death.

GOOD SEED ESSENTIAL 


TO THE BEST RETURNS 


Did you ever reflect that the best 


land, through preparation and culti 
vatlon will bring a small return If 
your seed are bad? Bad seed are ex 
pensive. You lose money if you do 
not get the highest possible yield for 
your investment. A high yield is not 
apt to obtain if seed are not clean, 
pure and true to name. 


Dr. W. C. Etheridge, professor of 


agronomy 
In 
the 
University 
of 


Florida College of Agriculture, urges 
farmers to be careful in selecting or 
purchasing 
seed. Of the 
various 


characteristics on which the quality 


. of seed depends, the most important 
are genuineness, purity and viability. 


Genuineness refers to trueness of 


seed to name. In many crops a giv- 
en variety is often sold under dif- 
derent names, and, on the other hand, 
the same variety name is often ap- 
plied to different forms. 
In such 


cases, or in most cases, seed should 
be bought under a guarantee that 
they are genuine, true to name. It 
is safest to obtain a sample and refer 
it to the 
Experiment 
Station for 


identification. 


Purity 
refers 
to freedom from 


foreign matter, such as chaff, trash, 
weed seeds or adulterants. Such Im- 
purities 
are far more 
common in 


forage crop seed than in others. 
Farmers who intend to purchase seed 
should obtain a sample for minute 
examination. 
If they find Impurities, 


purchase should be made elsewhere. 
If the sample is reasonablby 
free 


from adulterants they should buy 
with a guarantee that the bulk is as 
clean as the sample 
A large per- 


centage of impurities in a lot of seed 
will greatly reduce the stand and 
hence will lower the yield. 


The viability 
or capacity of the 


beed to germinate depends on many 
factors, among which are conditions 
during the season when the seed was 
grown, care in harvesting and curing, 
the way in which the seed has been 
stored, and the age of the seed. 
Via- 


bility should be tested before plant- 
ing. 
The real value of seed for sow- 


ing can be determined only when Its 
purity and viability are known.

17, and the lirst Sunday of Lent was 
on February 21. t*aim Sunday fol- 
lowed on Manh 28 and Good Friday 
which is recognized as a national 
holiday, on April 2, and Easter Sun- 
day canto on April 1 


This year the season is twenty- 


four 
days later. Ash Wednesday 


being observed on Wednesday of this 
week and the first Sunday of Lent 
falling on the coming Sunday Palm 
Sttnday will be observed on April 16, 
Good Friday on April 26 and the tint 
Sunday in Easter will occur 
on 


April 28. 


The ecclesiastic season of Lent 


was known In the early Greek church 
and afterwards in the Latin church 
tor at least a fourth century as 
Quadragaslma, literally commencing 
the 
fortieth 
day 
before 
Easter. 


Perfect abstinence from all food on 
every fasting day until evening is
